What really happened the week Robbie 
left Take That? 


On Monday July 17, 1995 a press 
statement was released to the media 
stating: “Robbie Williams is to leave 
chart-topping group Take That. He 
has left the group as he was no 
longer able to give Take That the 
long-term commitment they needed.” 
The story made front-page news and 
even the News At Ten. 

This is the story from just before 
the announcement was made and 
what happened afterwards. 


TAKE THAT’S STORY 

Gary, Mark, Jason and Howard claim 
it was a joint decision for Robbie to 
leave. They say he came to them and 
said he wanted to leave after the 
tours they were about to start had 
finished, which would’ve been in 
January next year. Everyone then 
decided that Rob couldn’t give his 
full commitment to the tours and it 
would end up making him very 
unhappy. Everyone agreed he 
shouldn’t be put through that pain 
and should leave immediately. 


ROB’S STORY 

He claims to have told them he 
would leave the band in October, 
when his contract with the band was 
over. But he would stay on and 
complete the tours. Rob even asked 
other pop stars for advice on 
whether him leaving the band was a 
good idea. Two weeks later Rob says 


that a decision was “made for him to 
the leave the band.” He never says 
that he voluntarily wanted to leave 
the group at this time. 


THURSDAY, JULY 13 

The official line is that Robbie, Mark, 
Howard, Jason and Gary were 
having a meeting about the up- 
coming tour when Rob tells them he 
is thinking of leaving the group. He 
says he will stay on until next 


ago. He told them he was going to 
leave because he was miserable and 
could no longer live up to the clean- 
cut image of Take That. He also said 
he couldn’t handle the strict regime 
of being in the group and wanted to 
get out before he went mad, but he 
was prepared to stay on and do the 
tours. Then, in the middle of 
rehearsals for the forthcoming tour, 
the band told him they thought it 
would be best if he left that day. 


“Robbie Williams is no longer able to 
give Take That the long-term 
commitment they needed." 


January after the tours in Britain, 
Australia, Japan and the Far East are 
completed. It is then decided that it’s 
in everyone’s best interests if Rob 


leaves the group as soon as possible. 


There are rumours in the music 
industry that it didn’t happen like 
that. It’s said that the other members 
of the band were despairing of Rob’s 
rebellious behaviour. They were 
upset that he was constantly seen 
out and about at parties and clubs. 
Some say the last straw was Rob 
going to Glastonbury Festival in June 
by himself, which resulted in pictures 


of him splashed across all the papers. 


People say that what really 
happened is this: Rob had a meeting 
with the rest of the group one month 


SATURDAY 15 - MONDAY 17, 
JULY 

Rob is invited by a friend to go to St 
Tropez. He feels miserable and 
confused and goes to get away to 
think about things. Whilst there he 
apparently meets George Michael 
and asked for his advice. He 
supposedly told Rob to do what 
what he thought was best. Rob 
realises he can’t avoid the situation 
and returns home after two days. 


MONDAY, JULY 17 

At 6.30pm the press statement about 
the split is released. It contains quotes 
from the other members of the band: 
Mark: “When Robbie first announced 
that he wanted to leave, of course we

were all devastated and we did even 
think about splitting up. But we love 
what we do so much... that we feel 
we couldn’t possibly call it a day.” 
Gary: “The four of us are still 100% 
committed to this band and are 
looking forward to a long future 
together. We feel we owe it to the 
fans as long as they want us here.” 
Jason: “We’ll miss Rob, but we feel 
the only way to go now is forward.” 
Howard: “We’re currently rehearsing » 
very hard to make this tour our 
biggest and best yet. What’s 
happened has made us more 
determined to put on a great show 
for the fans.” 

It’s a strangely cold and 
unemotional statement which goes 
on to talk about the forthcoming tour 
and the release of the single Never 
Forget. Considering the split is 
supposed to be “amicable” there is 
oddly no quote from Rob. 

Rob flies back from St Tropez into 
Heathrow airport at 7pm and is 
informed that the others have 
released a statement saying he has 
left the group. He immediately 
catches a plane to Manchester 
airport to be with his family. 

Early editions of The Sun 
newspaper appear at 12midnight. It 
has Rob on the front page and two 
pages inside giving details about the 
split, it is accompanied by a picture 
taken on the European tour. 


TUESDAY, JULY 18 ;

the front page. The later editions of 
The Sun still has Rob on the cover 
but the picture inside has been 
changed to one of the four remaining 
group members - the first picture 
taken without Rob. It was apparently 
taken the night before but there are 
rumours it was actually taken the 
Thursday before. The same Thursday 
that Rob and Take That parted ways. 

Mark and Gary do an interview with 
Simon Mayo on Radio 1. It’s the first 
time they talk publicly about the split. 
Mark: “Recently we’d had a few 
chats and | think it was becoming 
quite obvious that he [Rob] wasn’t 
very happy. We have an agreement 
to give six months’ notice if anyone 
wanted to leave. About two weeks 
ago he gave us his six months’ 
notice. Since then we’d been trying 
to carry on in rehearsals but | think it 
was quite obvious to us that he 
wasn’t very happy. So we decided 
that we didn’t want to put a mate 
through this pain for six months and 
maybe he should go now.” 

He goes on: “We haven’t spoken to 
Robbie since last Thursday. It was 
Thursday that he actually left. We sort 


own peace of mind and health.” 
He never once says in his 
statement that he actually quit. 


THURSDAY, JULY 20 

The “new” four-piece Take That 
perform Never Forget on Top Of The 
Pops. It’s their first public 
appearance since the split. The 
audience reaction to them is brilliant. 
Howard, Mark, Gary and Jason 
perform well, considering a lot of 
changes probably had to be made to 
accommodate Rob being missing. 
But there’s one moment right at the 
beginning where Mark looks worried. 
He looks over at the others like he’s 
checking to see that everything is 
alright. The others are smiling. 


FRIDAY, JULY 21 
Rob relaxes with friends and family. 
Take That carry on rehearsing. 


SATURDAY, JULY 22

WEDNESDAY, JULY 19 

Rob’s first public statement was 
published on the front page of The 
Sun. He said: “At the moment | am 
very scared and confused. | read the 
press statements yesterday and feel 
it is of great importance that | must 
apologise to everybody who feels let 
down by a decision for me to leave 
the band. | still love all the boys and 
I'm sure there is also a lot of love for 
me. But things have changed and | 
need to do something else for my 
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last time he cried and he says, 
“When Robbie left the band.” 

Steve Wright then goes on to ask 
them daft questions from the studio 
audience. The group joke and laugh 
all the way through. It’s almost as if 
they are trying to re-establish their 
personalities, because up until that 
point Rob had usually been the main 
focal point and joker in any interview. 


MONDAY, JULY 24 
Rob still hasn’t given any interviews. 
He is in hiding. He has his own record 
company PR and between them they 
are figuring out Rob’s next move. 
The single Never Forget is released, 
accompanied by a poignant and 
somewhat ironic video which shows 
footage of Gary, Jason, Mark, 
Howard and Rob as children. It also 
has backstage and live film from the 
last tour. It is the last thing that 
shows Take That as a five-piece. It is 
very moving. Things will never be the 
same again.
